Africa 

■ Nur ad-Din, atabeg of Aleppo, invades Egypt, and on 
March 26 names his nephew Saladin sultan as well as 
vizier of Cairo. 


Europe 

■ January - Henry II of En gland and Louis VII of France sign 
a peace treaty which includes the betrothal of their 
respective heirs, twelve-year-old Richard I of England and 
nine-year-old Alys, Countess of the Vexing 

■ February 4 - 1169 Sicily earthquake: An earthquake with 
an estimated magnitude of around 7 strikes the eastern 
coast of Sicily, causing an estimated 15,000 deaths. 

■ May 1 - The Norman invasion of Ireland begins.^ Among 
those arriving is Cambro-Norman knight (and vassal of 
Henr y II of England) Richard de C lare, who has made an 
alliance with exiled Irish chief Diarmai t Mac Murchadato 
help him regain the throne of Leinster. This begins the 
period of Anglo-Norman dominance of Ireland.
